FRAU  VON  BRANCONI.  (Cactus).  This  is  a  bright  pink  cactus,  incurved  form,  and 
the  most  beautiful  pink-cactus  I  have  ever  grown ;  you  need  only  to  see  it  growing  in 
the  garden  to  want  it.  The  flowers  are  produced  on  strong  upright  stems  and  the 
strong  healthy  bushes  are  a  mass  of  blooms  from  early  till  frost.  By  disbudding  it 
will  grow  very  large  for  exhibition,  grown  natural  it  is  a  wonderful  cut  flower.  Height 
5  feet.  Root  $5.00.  Plant  $2.50. 

FRITZ  KUHN.  (Dec.)  An  outstanding  novelty,  the  gorgeous  coloring  of  this  Dahlia 
will  make  it  very  popular.  A  feature  of  these  new  importations  is  they  all  have  extra 
fine  stems  and  are  very  free  blooming.  The  color  is  a  bright  scarlet  with  the  petals 
tipped  yellow  and  gold,  one  of  the  most  admired  Dahlias  in  my  garden  the  past  sea¬ 
son  ;  for  the  house  decoration  it  is  hard  to  beat.  Height  4  feet. 

Root  $5.00.  Plant  $2.50. 

J.  SIECKMANN.  (I.  D.)  The  color  of  this  Dahlia  is  a  deep  salmon  of  one  tone.  A 
row  of  this  dahlia  in  my  garden  the  past  season  presented  an  unusual  sight;  it  was 
not  disbuded,  consequently  it  was  a  hedge  of  blooms  all  season.  The  long  stiff  stems 
holding  the  blossoms  far  above  the  plants.  Height  5  feet.

ED  STEFFEN.  (Dec.)  This  is  another  dandy  cut  flower  variety,  color  crimson  edged 
and  tipped  yellow;  same  fine  stems.

(Informal  Dec.)  I  first  saw  this  dahlia  at  the  trial 
grounds  at  Storrs  in  1930  where  it  was  awarded  a  certificate  scoring  (86).  I  was  very 
much  attracted  to  this  dahlia  and  believe  it  to  be  a  $10.00  introduction,  however,  the 
originator  wants  all  dahlia  fans  to  grow  this  fine  novelty  and  is  putting  it  on  the 
market  for  $3.00  a  root.  The  color  is  peach-red,  streaked  with  buff  yellow  or  pinard- 
yellow.  Flowering  habit  good,  15  inch  stems  hold  the  flowers  erect,  blooms  eight 
inches  without  disbudding.  This  Dahlia  was  exhibited  last  season  at  the  Ohio  Dahlia 
Society  exhibition  at  Cleveland  where  it  won  first  prize  for  best  Decorative  Seedling, 
any  color,  and  two  other  prizes  same  show,  the  only  time  it  has  been  exhibited.

In  appearance  it  looks  like  a 
pure  white  Fort  Monmouth.  Roots  $7.50.  Plants  $3.75. 

AMERICAN  TRIUMPH.  (Nuneviller)  (C.)  Large  incurved  flower  of  bright  clea~  red.

ACHIEVEMENT.  (Bailey  (I.  D.)  A  huge  flower  of  gold  with  bronze  shadings.  A 
great  prize  winner  west  of  the  Rockies.  Petals  curl  and  twist  into  a  huge  ball  as 
deep  as  it  is  wide.  Long  sturdy  stems.  Splendid  for  exhibition  in  size  and  color.

ASBURY  PARK.  (Wood-Burpee).  A  formal  decorative  dahlia  of  extreme  size,  forma¬ 
tion  of  the  flower  being  identical  with  that  of  the  ol'd  favorite  Mrs.  I.  de  Ver  Warner. 
Color  is  copper-salmon  or  deep  old  rose  and  is  one  shade  throughout.  This  variety 
was  the  runner-up  in  the  big  seedling  class  at  Atlantic  City  and  won  seven  first  prizes 
during  the  season.  Flowers  varying  from  9  inches  to  11  inches,  are  borne  on  per¬ 
fectly  stiff  stems;  foliage  dark  green  and  insect  resisting.  Plants  of  tall  habit  of 
growth.  Root  $10.00.  Plant  $5.00. 

AIMEE  HODGENS.  (S.  C.)  (B.  B.)  Color  is  a  golden  bronze,  this  combination  is  ef¬ 

fected  by  a  slight  suffusion  of  red  on  the  reverse  of  the  petals.  Stems  are  long  and 
straight,  and  hold  the  flowers  up  good.  An  early  bloomer  and  the  flowers  are  extra 
large.  The  plants  grow  tall  and  spreading  and  need  plenty  of  room. 

Root  $5.00.  Plant  $2.50. 

ARTHUR  W.  GREY.  (Veile  &  Mendham)  (F.  D.)  The  color  of  this  magnificent 
Dahlia  is  a  rich  salmon-apricot,  flushed  orange  and  rose,  a  flower  of  distinct  indi¬ 
viduality.  The  stems  are  rigid  and  long,  and  hold  the  large  flowers  facing  you. 

Root  $5.00.  Plant  $2.50. 

ARTHUR  M.  HYDE.  (Tyler)  (I.  D.)  This  large  Informal  Decorative  was  named  for 
our  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  The  coloring  is  unique,  orchid  pink,  with  reverse  of 
burgundy,  giving  the  high,  closed  center  a  charming  appearance.  Stems  are  strong, 
holding  the  massive  flowers  erect.  Root  $3.75.  Plant  $2.00. 

A.  O.  KENNY.  (F.  D.)  (Darling)  Large  flowers  of  perfect  form  and  great  depth,  car¬ 
ried  on  good  stems.  Color  a  rich  bronze  buff  shade  of  one  tone,  but  with  the  centre 
tinted  with  bronze.  Never  on  any  dahlia  have  we  seen  more  gold  dust  on  the  petals 
than  on  this  variety.  Plants  grow  medium  height  and  are  very  free  flowering,  in  a 
class  by  itself.  This  dahlia  was  placed  on  the  Honor  Roll  of  The  American  Home 
Magazine,  December,  1928.  Root  $2.50.  Plant  $1.25. 

AZTEC  GLORY.  (I.  D.)  A  glorious  dahlia  in  every  sense,  color,  form,  size.  This  is 
one  of  the  big  fellows,  and  when  the  blooms  attain  large  size  the  flower  has  an  added 
distinction  in  the  curl  of  the  end  of  the  petal.  Color  is  rich,  clear  golden  yellow, 
without  tints  or  blends.  Flowers  held  erect  on  strong  stiff  stems. 

Root  $2.00.  Plant  $1.00. 

A.  A.  STYVERS.  (Bessie  Boston)  This  new  dahlia  is  like  Ambassador  except  the 
petals  are  incurved,  not  straight.  Flowers  are  at  all  times  immense,-  and  carried  on 
fine,  strong  long  stems.  Color  is  most  attractive,  amber  shaded  with  salmon  rose, 
with  a  distinct  center  of  creamy  tan.  There  is  no  dahlia  exactly  like  it  in  coloring, 
and  it  is  a  variety  which  does  not  change  coloring  when  grown  in  a  different  soil  and 
climate.  Nine-inch  flowers  are  a  daily  occurrence,  in  fact,  we  have  had  many  flow¬ 
ers  eight  and  nine  inches  when  the  terminal  buds  have  not  been  removed. 

Root  $3.00.  Plant  $1.50. 

AMBASSADOR.  One  of  the  most  sensational  varieties  ever  originated.  Color  is  soft 
yellow,  with  salmon,  amber  and  pink  shadings,  gradually  deepening  toward  the  tips 
of  the  petals.  Flowers  are  immense  in  size  and  are  held  erect  on  extra  fine  strong 
stems.  Root  75  cents. 

BROCKTON  BEAUTY.  (F.  D.)  (Carver)  Decorative.  A  very  large  flower  which 
commands  attention  when  seen  growing  in  the  garden.  A  profuse  bloomer  of  great 
depth  and  size.  Flowers  remain  large  all  through  the  season.  Color  is  a  pinkish 
lavender,  shading  to  creamy  white  center,  with  reverse  of  petals  pinkish  lavender.  A 
wonderful  keeper  with  a  fine  stiff  stem  holding  the  large  flowers  well  above  the 
foliage.  Root  $1.50.  Plant  $1.00. 


BARBARA  REDFERN.  (Redfern)  (D.)  Color  is  a  combination  of  old  rose  and  old 
gold.  Flower  is  of  large  size,  borne  on  a  heavy  stiff  stem.  Blossoms  early  and 
blooms  continuously.  Root  $1.50.  Plant  $1.00. 

BUCKEYE  BRIDE.  (Roberts  Peck  87)  (F.  D.)  Bloom  8x5,  Bush  6  feet.  This  im¬ 
pressive  flower  was  one  of  the  favorites  in  our  trial  grounds.  The  bush  is  a  tall,  up¬ 
right  grower.  It  is  an  early  and  continuous  bloomer  on  long,  erect  stems.  Color,  a 
distinctive  even  shade  of  salmon  pink.  In  all,  it  is  a  wonderful  dahlia. 

Root  $7.50.  Plant  $3.75. 

CARMANIA.  (Stredwick)  (I.  D.)  Color  a  brilliant  deep  yellow,  blooms  carried  ere^t 
on  long  stiff  stems.  This  is  one  of  the  best.  Root  $5.00.  Plant  $2.50. 

CAPTAIN  COSTE.  (Curran-Waite)  (Informal  Dec.)  A  daring  big  flower  on  extra 
long  stems  with  as  bright  a  color  as  of  any  of  the  yellows  to  date.  A  clear  wax¬ 
like  empire  yellow.  A  large  and  bold  flower,  borne  high  above  the  foliage  on  strong 
stout  stems.  Plants  only,  $5  00. 

COLONEL  E.  H.  R.  GREEN.  (Lamond)  A  perfect  cactus  dahlia  of  extra  large  pro¬ 
portions.  The  form  is  perfect  with  long  incurved  petals.  The  color  is  of  rich  rasp¬ 
berry  red;  the  blooms  standing  well  above  the  foliage  on  long,  strong  stems. 
Awarded  first  prize  for  the  best  cactus  seedling  of  New  England  origin;  also  first 
prize  for  the  best  basket  or  vase  of  seedlings,  any  variety.  New  England  origin  at 
the  1929  Boston  Show.  Also  awarded  certificates  of  merit  at  the  other  shows.  A 
wonderful  addition  to  the  cactus  family.  Root  $3.50.  Plant  $1.75. 

CHARLES  SMITH.  (Seltsam)  (I.  D.)  This  dahlia  attracted  a  great  deal  of  attention 
at  the  New  York  and  Boston  shows  by  its  extreme  beauty.  A  lovely  blending  of 
cream  with  a  rich  pink  at  the  tips,  flowers  are  large  and  plant  has  good  habit  of 
growth.  Excellent  keeper  when  cut.  Roots  $7.50.  Plant  $3.75. 

CARDINALIS.  (James  Kennedy)  (F.  D.)  A  brilliant  cardinal  red  of  splendid  forma¬ 
tion.  Flowers  are  borne  on  long,  stiff  stems ;  plants  have  a  good  habit  of  growth, 
with  thick,  dark  green  foliage.  Free  bloomer.  On  the  1929  Roll  of  Honor. 

Roots  $5.00.  Plant  $2.50. 

CHARLES  G.  REED.  (Ballay)  (F.  D.)  Color  is  purple-red,  or  petunia-red  is  what  an 
authority  on  dress  materials  called  it.  This  variety  is  unusually  large  and  is  held 
upright  on  a  perfect  stem,  big  broad  petals,  a  deep  full  center  and  profusion  of  bloom 
has  made  this  Dahlia  a  sensation  the  past  season  in  the  garden. 

Root  $4.00.  Plant  $2.00. 

C.  B.  GITCHENS.  (C.)  (Peacock)  One  of  the  best  clear  yellow  cactus  dahlias  we 
grow.  Produces  well-formed  flowers  of  good  substance  and  keeping  qualities,  on 
long,  slender  but  stiff  stems.  Valuable  for  exhibition  and  as  a  commercial. 

Root  $1.00. 

CITY  OF  NEW  YORK.  (Harding)  (C.)  Pale  golden  amber  with  salmon  blushes  and 
tints,  beginning  about  halfway  on  each  petal,  and  shading  to  a  rich,  pure  salmon 
color  at  the  edge  of  the  petals  There  is  just  a  touch  of  salmon  on  the  center  petals 
as  they  come  out.  Good  stems  and  excellent  keeper.  Height  5  feet.

CHEMAR’S  MASTERPIECE.  (C.)  (Marsh)  A  huge  incurved  cactus  of  orchid  pink. 
Flowers  extra  large  of  fine  form  and  borne  on  long,  straight  stems.  Extra  fine  grow¬ 
ing  habits,  being  a  seedling  of  Mrs.  I.  de  Var  Warner.  Awarded  Certificate  of 
Merit  by  Dahlia  Society  of  New  Jersey.  Root  $1.00. 

CHARLOTTE  LAFRENZ.  (Seal)  This  beautiful  decorative  is  of  immense  size  and  in 
color  a  blending  of  the  always  popular  gold  shades,  the  perfectly  formed  center  be¬ 
ing  of  a  bright  gold,  shading  to  a  rich  apricot  in  the  outer  petals.  Plant  grows  tall 
and  flowers  are  held  proudly  erect  on  perfect  stems.  Roots  $2.00. 

CHEMAR’S  EUREKA.  (Chemar)  (F.  D.)  One  of  the  most  beautiful  white  dahlias, 
with  a  faint  tinge  of  lavender  on  edge  of  petals,  it  has  been  our  pleasure  to  grow. 
Flowers  produced  freely  on  long  stiff  stems,  are  of  exhibition  size.  Plants  are  of  tall 
habit  of  growth  with  dark  green  foliage.  Highly  recommended.

CITY  OF  TRENTON.  (Prentiss-F.  &  M.)  (F.  D.)  A  first  class  exhibition  decorative 

in  every  way,  a  bright  Autumn  color  defying  adequate  description.  Face  of  petals 
a  rich  glowing  tangerine,  reverse  crushed  strawberry  red;  petals  curl  gracefully  giv¬ 
ing  the  flower  a  two-toned  effect  and  creating  the  impression  of  whorls  or  tongues  of 
flame  radiating  from  a  full  center.  Plants  of  tall  habit  of  growth  with  thick  dark 
green  foliage.  Roots  $1.50.  Plant  $1.00. 


COQUETTE.  (F.  &  M.)  (I.  D.)  In  this  most  robust  and  beautiful  decorative  dahlia 
we  have  a  much  desired  combination  of  red  and  gold.  Face  of  petals  of  veivety 
musketeer  red,  blending  with  gold  and  shading  to  a  golden  sunset  color  at  points; 
back  of  petals  gold.  Thick,  fluffy  flower,  composed  of  many  curled  and  twisted  petals, 
which  give  the  impression  of  a  glowing  sunset.  An  exhibition  flower  of  great  beauty. 
Flower  at  least  twelve  inches  above  the  first  pair  of  leaves ;  stem  rigid,  foliage  dark 
green  and  leathery,  therefore  insect  proof.

(Dahliadel  Nurseries)  Informal  decorative  of  a  deep,  rich 
cardinal  red,  flower  of  great  depth  and  exhibition  size,  blooms  of  ten  inches  by  six 
inches  are  easily  attained.  Plants  of  medium  to  tall  habit  of  growth  with  rich  green 
foliage.

DOROTHY  STONE.  (F.  &M.)  (I.  D.)  This  is  a  beautiful  Informal  Decorative  that 

was  a  rival  for  Kathleen  Norris  in  1930  at  the  Shows.  We  have  had  the  pleasure  of 
growing  it  the  past  season  and  like  it.  The  foliage  is  tough  and  leathery,  and  the 
stems  are  strong.  Color  rose-pink.  Blooms  freely.  Root  $4.00.  Plant  $2.00. 

DONNA  CALIFORNIA.  (Ballay)  (I.  D.)  Deep  rose  pink,  suffused  with  lavender. 
The  stems  are  very  long  and  strong.  This  Dahlia  showed  up  fine  in  the  garden  the 
past  season  and  attracted  a  great  deal  of  attention.  It  was  at  its  best  when  cut  down 
by  frost.  One  of  our  largest  Dahlias.  Root  $5.00.  Plant  $2.50. 

DR.  JOHN  H.  CARMEN.  (F.  D.)  In  this  we  have  one  of  the  giants  of  the  dahlia 
world,  a  large,  deep,  broad  petaled  flower;  color  is  a  rich  tyrian-rose  tipped  petunia 
and  silver,  carried  on  long  stiff  heavy  stems.  Certificate  of  Merit  at  Storrs,  1928. 

Root  $2.50.  Plant  $1.25. 


DR.  MRS.  JOHN  PETTY.  (Carver)  (F.  D.)  Color  is  a  combination  of  copper  and 
yellow  with  a  reverse  of  red.  The  immense  blossoms  are  held  perfectly  erect  on 
long  stiff  terns  high  above  the  foliage,  and  is  very  free  flowering.  Grown  without 
disbudding;  size  average  7  to  10  inches,  depth  5  inches.  Height  5  feet. 

Root  $4.00.  Plant  $2.00. 

DORIS  FELLOWS.  (F.  D.)  (Fellows)  A  fine  new  Dahlia.  Color  pale  yellow,  shaded 
to  salmon  at  the  tips  of  the  petals,  and  carried  erect  on  stiff  stems.  When  the  me¬ 
dium  tall  bush  is  in  full  bloom  it  resembles  a  huge  bouquet. 

Root  $4.00.  Plant  $2.00. 

EAGLE  ROCK  FANTASY.  (Broomall)  (I.  Dec.)  Another  1930  Honor  Roll  dahlia  and 
a  winner  of  a  Certificate  of  Merit  at  Storrs  in  1930.  This  is  a  most  remarkable 
dahlia  as  the  color  is  so  unusual  and  different  than  is  found  in  any  other  dahlia. 
This  giant  is  a  clear,  mallow  pink  with  no  shadings.  It  has  great  depth  with  its 
great  diameter  and  it  is  bound  to  be  a  real  contender  for  the  largest  and  most  per¬ 
fect  bloom  class.  Root  $15.00.  Plant  $7.50. 

EAGLE  ROCK  WONDER.  (S.  C.)  (Broomall)  This  mammouth  Semi-Cactus  is  one 
of  the  largest  to  date.  The  color  is  mars-orange,  shading  to  orange-buff,  with  tints 
of  coral-pink  and  coral-red,  the  general  effect  being  between  orange  and  apricot.  A 
strong  grower.  Height  5  feet.  Root  $7.50.  Plant  $3.75.

A  vigorous  grower  with  fine  habits,  strong  stems  which  hold  the  immense 
blooms  which  are  full  to  the  center  and  produced  in  abundance  until  frost.  Grows 
medium  height.

EMANUEL’S  BEAUTY.  (Mendonsa)  This  variety  has  got  all  the  good  features  that 
a  good  decorative  Dahlia  should  have,  fine  long  stiff  stems  that  hold  the  flowers  per¬ 
fectly  erect,  out  from  a  strong,  sturdy  plant  with  thick  leaf  foliage.  The  flowers  will 
easily  grow  to  10  inches  by  ordinary  field  culture.  The  color  is  flame-red  with  a 
primrose  yellow  glow  at  the  base  of  the  petals.  This  variety  I  can  highly  recom¬ 
mend.  Root  $3.00.  Plant  $1.50. 

“EDNA  FERBER”.  (S.  C.)  An  Exhibition  Cactus  with  an  extremely  fine  stiff  stem. 
Color  a  gistening  coral  shading  to  old  gold  at  the  base  of  petals.  One  of  the  first 

flowers  to  attract  attention  both  in  the  field  and  on  the  exhibition  table.  Petals 

curled  and  twisted,  making  a  very  full  flower.  Medium  to  tall  habit  of  growth, 
foliage  dark  green  and  thick.  Root  $1.50.  Plants  $1.00. 

(F.  D.)  This  spectacular  dahlia  since  it  was  first  exhibited  in  1924  has 
created  a  sensation  wherever  shown.  It  has  been  the  winner  of  many  prizes,  per¬ 
haps  the  most  coveted  being  the  Court  of  Honor  prize  won  at  the  Camden  and  New 
Jersey  State  Dahlia  Societies  where  it  was  picked  out  of  106  entries.  Color  is  a 
radiant  bright  red,  and  grows  on  a  very  stiff  stem;  size  is  enormous.  Root  $1.00. 

EDGAR  S.  JACKSON.  I  ncurved  Cactus.  A  prolific  bloomer,  producing  large,  perfectly 
formed  blooms  on  straight,  upright  stems,  of  coral  salmon,  shaded  to  light  pink  on 
the  outer  petals.  One  of  our  best  cactus  Dahlias.  Root  $2.00.  Plant  $1.00. 

ELLA  MAY.  It  is  seldom  we  find  a  cactus  Dahlia  with  such  a  fine  stem.  Flowers  are 
large  and  deep,  with  full  centers,  a  deep,  rich  carmine,  a  good  growing  variety  that 
is  decidedly  different.  Root  $1.50. 

ELIZABETH  CARTERET.  (Lavinthal-F.  &  M.)  A  seedling  of  Jersey’s  Beacon,  about 
the  same  formation,  flower  larger.  Color  a  bright,  rich  cerise  with  a  silver  reverse. 
Stems  stiff  and  upright.  Flowers  held  well  above  foliage  which  is  dark  green  and 
leathery.  Plants  of  tall  habit  of  growth,  free  bloomer.  Excellent  keeper  and  fine  for 
exhibition.  Root  $3.00.  Plant  $1.50. 

EDWARD  THOMAS  BEDFORD.  (Brock)  (F.  D.)  This  is  a  very  large  deep  purple, 
produced  on  ideal  stems.  It  is  a  strong,  vigorous  grower  and  makes  a  large  spread¬ 
ing  bush.  Roots  $4.00.  Plant  $2.00. 

FRAU  O.  BRACHT.  (Berger)  (Cactus)  This  German  introduction  was  the  sensa¬ 
tion  of  the  New  York  Show,  1930.  Its  distinctive  form  and  clean-cut  beauty  gave  it 
its  place  of  honor.  Color  is  a  clear,  pale  primrose;  very  clean  and  graceful;  long 
stiff  stems  hold  the  large  blossoms  up  proudly  above  the  fine  foliage.  It  received  a 
Certificate  of  Merit  at  Storrs,  1929.  Plants  only,  $2.00. 
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F.  W.  BUTLER.  (F.  D.)  (Bessie  Boston)  This  wonderful  Dahlia  won  the  Sweepstake 
prize  as  largest  bloom  at  San  Francisco  in  1929.  The  color  is  very  unusual,  half  way 
between  bronze  and  gold,  with  copper  brown  shadings  at  the  center  and  with  flushes 
of  gold  and  brown  throughout  the  flower.  It  is  a  big,  deep  flower  and  certainly  very 
different  from  anything  we  have  ever  seen.  Strong,  sturdy  stems  hold  the  flowers 
erect.  Height  5  feet.  Plants  only,  $5.00. 

F.  J.  MARCH.  (S.  C.)  (B.  B.)  This  was  an  outstanding  dahlia  in  my  garden  the  past 
season,  and  should  be  in  great  demand.  The  flower  is  enormous  and  one  of  the  big¬ 
gest  of  this  type.  Petals  roll  evenly  and  form  is  slightly  incurved.  The  color  is  pure 
lavender.  The  plant  is  a  rank  grower  and  needs  plenty  of  room. 

Root  $7.50.  Plant  $3.75. 

FRANK  MILLER.  (F.  D.)  (Burch)  This  large  golden  yellow  Formal  Decorative  was 
much  admired  the  past  season  in  the  garden.  It  has  a  truly  wonderful  stem  which 
can  be  cut  any  length  desired.  A  vigorous  grower.  Height  5  feet. 

Root  $3.00.  Plant  $1.50. 

FLORENCE  KLEIN.  (F.  &  M.)  An  exhibition  decorative  of  a  gorgeous  salmon-orange, 
a  very  deep,  full  centered  dahlia.  Flowers  can  be  field  grown  from  seven  to  nine 
inches ;  stem  is  black,  stiff  and  straight,  holding  the  flower  high  above  the  dark  green 
foliage.  Very  free  bloomer.  Plants  grow  to  medium  height.  A  beauty  for  either 
the  garden  or  exhibition  table  on  account  of  its  brilliant  coloring  and  good  keeping 
qualities.  Root  $3.00.  Plant  $1.50. 

FORT  MONMOUTH.  (I.  D.)  (Kemp)  One  of  the  giants  of  the  dahlia  world.  The 
predominating  color  is  a  rich  crimson  maroon,  with  shading  of  blueish  violet  at  tips 
of  petals.  The  flowers  are  well  formed  of  immense  size,  frequently  attaining  to  full 
13  inches  in  diameter,  and  are  borne  on  long  stiff  stems  high  above  the  foliage,  and 
look  you  right  in  the  face.

Foliage  dark 
green,  healthy,  and  has  been  immune  to  attacks  of  leaf  hoppers.

FORT  WASHINGTON.  Color  is  a  daik  mahogany  red,  blossoms  are  immense  in  size. 
A  very  tall  grower;  a  very  fine  dahlia.  Root  $1.50.  Plant  $1.00. 

FORDHOOK  EMPEROR.  (I.  D.)  (Burpee’s)  A  giant  of  a  most  glorious  autumn  tint, 
rich  salmon,  suffused  rose,  with  a  cast  of  gold  permeating  the  whole  flower.  The 
reverse  of  the  petals  is  old  rose.  Root  $2.50.  Plant  $1.25. 

FORDHOOK  MARVEL.  A  giant  in  size,  carrying  its  bloom  on  strong,  cane-like  stems. 
The  color  is  a  lovely  shade  of  peach-red,  shading  to  strawberry-pink.  The  whole 
flower  is  suffused  with  a  sparkling  salmon-orange  sheen  of  metallic  luster. 

Root  $2.50.  Plant  $1.25. 

FORDHOOK  VICTORY.  Giant  flowers,  well  formed,  and  carried  on  strong,  sturdy 
stems.  The  color  is  a  rich  shade  of  tyrian  rose.  The  petals  are  well  placed  and  of 
substantial  texture.  Root  $1.50.  Plants  $1.00. 

FRANK  GALVIN.  (Decorative)  Color  is  a  rich  deep  lavender;  does  not  fade.  Size 
10  inches;  depth  5  inches.  Free  flowering.  Root  $2.00.  Plant  $1.00. 

FRED  W.  PATTERSON.  (S.  C.)  A  seedling  from  the  beautiful  Adda  Patterson,  but 
a  stronger,  heavier  flower.  The  color  is  difficult  to  accurately  describe,  and  as  near 
as  we  have  been  able  to  work  it  out,  with  the  aid  of  Ridgeway’s  Color  Chart,  the 
color  is  lavender  pink,  with  deep  amaranth  pink  reverse.  A  beautiful  color  combi¬ 
nation  that  instantly  attracts  and  holds  the  attention.  Root  $3.00.  Plant  $1.50. 

FARNCOT.  (C.)  (Fraser)  One  of  the  best  keeping  and  most  satisfactory  cactus 
dahlias  it  has  been  our  pleasure  to  grow.  Color  is  aster  purple,  tipped  white.  The 
flowers  have  perfect  form,  and  are  carried  on  top  of  good  stiff  stems.  Profuse 
bloomer.  This  variety  is  distinct  and  should  be  included  in  every  collection. 

Plant  $1.00. 

GRAF  ZEPPELIN.  (F.  D.)  (Nolet)  One  of  the  best  pure  white  Decorative  Dahlia  in 
existence.  It  is  not  uncommon  to  see  a  plant  in  the  garden  with  8  to  10  large  blos¬ 
soms  on  stems  3  feet  long.  The  plants  grow  tall  and  do  not  require  any  pruning. 
This  Dahlia  won  a  Certificate  at  Storrs,  scoring  86,  where  it  was  grown  in  a  garden 
without  the  use  of  water.  Also  on  the  American  Home  Roll  of  Honor,  1930. 

Root  $4.00.  Plant  $2.00. 
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GRACE  CURLING.  (I.  D.)  (Stredwick)  A  glorious  Dahlia  of  very  large  size,  impos¬ 
ing  and  beautiful  in  form  and  color.  The  latter  is  white  at  base,  then  changing  to 
lilac  pink  and  rose.  Huge  broad  florets,  notched  at  tips.  The  large  blooms  hold 
there  size  until  the  end  of  the  season.  The  stems  are  fine  and  hold  the  blossoms 
well  above  the  foliage.  This  is  one  of  the  best  Dahlias  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to 
grow.  Height  5  feet.  Root  $3.50.  Plant  $1.75. 

GOOD  NIGHT.  (I.  D.)  (Broomall)  This  dahlia  is  well  named.  Color  ox-blood  red, 
shaded  maroon.  Larger  than  Shirley  Shaw.  Mr.  Broomall  says  it  is  one  of  his  best 
and  a  joy  to  look  at.  Height  three  feet.  Root  $5.00.  Plant  $2.50. 

GROVER  WHALEN.  (Klein-F.  M.)  Quoting  from  the  1929  “Roll  of  Honor”  of  The 
American  Home :  “One  of  the  outstanding  dahlias  at  the  New  York  Show  where  it 
won  first  prize  for  ‘Best  basket  of  25  blooms,  one  variety’  and  got  into  the  movie¬ 
tone  with  the  attractive  daughter  of  New  York’s  Police  Commissioner  doing  the 
talking.”  It  is  a  fine  autumn  color  of  rich  orange  with  tints  of  bronze,  particularly 
attractive  both  in  the  garden  where  the  plants  are  laden  with  bloom  and  under 
artificial  light.  Root  $2.00.  Plant  $1.00. 

GRACE  RICORDS.  (F.  D.)  This  beautiful  Dahlia  grows  large,  writh  full,  high  centers, 
tipped  and  suffused  lavender  on  a  white  ground.  Petals  numerous  and  decidedly 
cleft,  giving  the  flower  an  artistic  formation.  Splendid  long  stiff  stems.  Free 
bloomer.

GRIFFIN.  (F.  D.)  (Kemp)  Color,  pinard  yellow,  with  pale  viridine  yellow  reverse, 
tinted  lavender  pink.  Plant  is  a  strong  vigorous  grower.  Flowers  are  large,  and  the 
plants  blossom  freely;  an  excellent  variety  for  the  garden  and  attracts  a  great  deal 
of  attention.

GRACE.  (F.  D.)  The  color  of  this  beautiful  dahlia  is  a  pure  waxey  white  with  a  deli¬ 
cate  cast,  orchid  pink  deepening  to  center.

There  are  yellows  of  various  shades  and  orange  but  this  flower,  due 
partially  to  the  faint  tracing  of  rose  on  the  reverse  of  petals  and  the  exceedingly  tight 
center  can  only  be  described  as  “Old  Gold”.  Plant  is  of  medium  height,  has  dark 
green  leathering  foliage  that  is  insect  proof ;  flowers  borne  high  above  foliage  on 
straight  stiff  stems.  A  decidedly  new  coloring.  Root  $2.00.  Plants  $1.00. 

GOLDEN  SONNE.  (C.)  An  imported  variety  of  great  merit,  greatly  admired  at  the 
dahlia  shows  the  past  season;  a  counterpart  of  Andrees  Hofer,  except  in  color  which 
is  canary  yellow,  blending  to  a  light  sienna  at  ends  of  petals,  destined  to  become 
popular.  Height  about  4  feet.  Root  $1.50.  Plants  $1.00. 

HARRY  MAYER.  (Seltsam)  The  color  is  very  attractive  pale  rosolane  purple.  The 
habits  of  the  plant  are  splendid,  with  that  very  dark  green  foliage  we  all  so  much 
admire,  with  stems  carrying  the  flowers  erect  high  above  the  foliage.  One  of  the 
best.  Root  $1.00.  Plants  $1.00. 

HELEN  IVINS.  (F.  D.)  (F.  &  M.)  Large  exhibition  type  decorative  of  a  beautiful 

orchid-lavender,  especially  attractive  under  artificial  light.  Stems  long,  slender  and 
upright,  flowers  large  and  plant  laden  with  bloom  from  beginning  of  season  until 
frost.  Color  is  richer  and  more  lasting  than  the  usual  run  of  lavenders,  having  a 
more  pink  tone.  Plants  tall,  sturdy,  tough,  leathery  foliage. 

Root  $2.00.  Plant  $1.00. 

IDA  PERKINS.  (F.  D.)  Beautiful  white  heavy  blossoms  with  cream  colored  center, 
excellent  long  stems.  A  very  strong  grower;  blooms  spread  about  eight  inches  with 
incurved  petals.  Bushes  about  five  feet  high.  Winner  of  the  Garden  and  Home 
Builder  Sweepstakes  at  Boston,  1927.  Root  $1.50.  Plants  $1.00. 

IVORY.  (F.  D.)  (Bessie  Boston)  This  immense  decorative  is  creamy  white,  the  shade 
of  old  ivory,  a  color  which  does  not  vary  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of  the  sea¬ 
son.  A  decorative  of  a  most  delightful  form,  composed  of  long,  pointed,  waving 
petals.  The  center  of  the  flower  is  a  deep  cream,  the  petals  are  a  shade  lighter  at 
the  outer  edges.  Each  petal  has  a  tiny  tip  of  deep  cream,  and  the  flower  is  suffused 
with  cream.  Stem  is  hard  and  stiff.  Root  $4.00.  Plants  $2.00. 

ISHBEL.  (C.)  (B.  B.)  This  is  a  very  large  Cactus  Dahlia  and  one  of  my  favorites.

JEAN  TRIMBEE.  (I.  D.)  (Trimbee  Waite)  This  beautiful  dahlia  is  a  native  of  Can¬ 
ada  and  exhibited  at  Toronto  for  the  past  two  years.  The  flowers  are  very  large, 
many  over  12  inches,  and  a  beautiful  rich  petunia  violet  in  color.  It  has  a  strong, 
vigorous  habit  and  the  large  attractive  flowers  are  produced  very  freely.  One  of  the 
outstanding  varieties  at  the  recent  A.  D.  S.  Show.  Root  $7.50.  Plant  $3.75. 

JEAN  HARE.  (F.  &  M.)  A  distinctive  exhibition  semi  cactus  of  peculiar  formation  and 
unusual  charm.  When  the  flower  first  unfolds  it  is  a  beautiful  golden  yellow,  as  it 
matures  it  becomes  an  apricot  buff  and  the  outer  row  of  petals  a  golden  bronze.  A 
flower  that  commands  unusual  attention  both  in  the  field  and  at  the  shows.  Very 
free  bloomer,  medium  to  tall  habit  of  growth,  perfectly  stiff,  upright  stems. 

Roots  $1.00. 

JIM  MOORE.  (I  ^oller).  (I.  D.)  One  of  the  outstanding  1930  introductions.  A  joy  to 
behold  in  the  field  and  a  standby  for  exhibition  because  you  can  depend  upon  it. 
Hot  and  dry  weather  nor  pests  seem  to  affect  it  in  any  way  and  the  plants  give  a 
profusion  of  bloom.  Color  is  a  clear  primrose  yellow  shading  to  gold,  with  tints  and 
flushes  of  salmon  throughout  the  flower.  A  combination  of  Watching  Sunrise  and 
Siskiyou,  the  beauty  of  the  former  and  the  pointed  petal  formation  and  size  of  the 
latter,  center  always  full  and  flower  has  great  depth.  Plants  grow  medium  to  tall 
with  dark  foliage.  Stems  are  perfect.  Highly  recommended. 

Roots  $4.00.  Plant  $2.00. 

JUDGE  LEON  McCORD.  (F.  D.)  (Bessie  Boston)  An  enormous  flower,  grown  on 
an  absolutely  stiff,  upright  stem,  which  does  not  bend  a  particle  at  any  season  or  in 
any  weather.  The  color  is  the  deepest  shade  of  gold,  with  a  reverse  of  old  rose. 
Bushes  grow  to  medium  height,  but  the  flower  stems  grow  right  out  of  the  foliage, 
and  are  long  and  leafless.  A  regularly  formed  flower  which  lasts  two  weeks  on  the 
bush  and  is  excellent  for  cutting.  Root  $5.00.  Plant  $2.50. 

JERSEY’S  GLORY.  (Waite)  A  magnificent  bloom  both  in  color  and  form.  Color  is  a 
sparkling  orange,  intermingled  with  yellow.  Huge  flowers  of  perfect  outline  held  on 
long  rigid  stems.

JERSEY’S  BEACON.  (Decorative)  A  massive  bloom  of  Chinese  scarlet  with  paler  re¬ 
verse.  A  novelty  of  merit.  Good  stems  and  consistent  bloomer.  Root  75  cents. 

JERSEY’S  BEAUTY.  (Decorative)  W.  H.  Waite’s  wonderful  pink  introduction.  Fine 
exhibition  variety.  Long,  strong  stems.  Root  50  cents. 

JERSEY  BEACON  BALL.  (Peacock)  Decorative  Ball,  sixe  5l4"x4k2".  Height,  3H>'. 
Color  early  in  the  season  geranium  scarlet  with  buff  reflex;  but,  as  the  season  ad¬ 
vances,  softens  into  a  scarlet  orange  and  finally  a  brilliant  orange,  with  a  buff  reflex. 
This  gives  the  same  two-tone  color  effect  as  in  its  father,  Jersey  Beacon.  This  va¬ 
riety  was  made  to  fill  the  demand  of  the  florists  who  wanted  a  ball  type  that  was 
free  blooming  with  good,  slender  stems  of  the  Jersey  Beacon,  two-tone  color  effect. 
Jersey  Beacon  Ball  is  smaller,  the  color  more  refined,  and  an  extremely  profuse 
bloomer.  Root  $1.00.  Plant  $1.00. 

KARL  BONAWITZ.  (Dahliadel)  The  entire  make-up  of  the  Semi-Cactus  will  appeal 
to  the  artistic.  It  has  sufficient  size  to  assert  itself,  while  the  form,  color  and  keep¬ 
ing  qualities  make  it  graceful.  It  produces  perfect  blooms  on  long,  erect  stems,  and 
is  a  healthy  growing  plant.  Height  6  feet.  Root  $7.50.  Plant  $3.75. 

KENTUCKY.  (F.  D.)  (Wigginton)  A  seedling  of  Jersey’s  Beauty  and  very  much  like 
its  parent  except  for  color,  which  is  a  brilliant  light  salmon-orange,  suffused  with 
pink  on  outer  petals.  Stem  and  height  of  plant  same  as  Jersey  Beauty. 

Root  $2.00.  Plant  $1.00. 

KATHERINE  COLE.  (F.  D.)  (McDowell)  This  is  indeed  a  beautiful  Dahlia.  In 
color  it  is  a  combination  of  light  pink  and  cream,  tips  of  the  petals  are  pink,  shad¬ 
ing  to  cream,  with  a  pink  center.  Stems  are  long  and  stiff,  and  hold  the  flower 
facing  you.  Foliage  is  thick  and  healthy,  and  a  free  bloomer. 

Root  $3.00.  Plant  $1.50. 


KATHLEEN  NORRIS.  (Klein — F.  &  M.)  This  wonderful  dahlia  was  first  introduced 
to  the  Dahlia  world  in  1928,  when  it  won  the  American  Home  Achievement  medal  in 
two  shows,  a  triumph  that  has  not  been  duplicated  by  any  other  variety.  We  stated 
in  our  1929  catalog,  “we  believed  we  could  conscientiously  say  it  was  the  greatest 
pink  decorative  dahlia  in  commerce.”  This  statement  has  proven  to  be  true  from  a 
perusal  of  the  written  reports  of  the  various  Dahlia  Shows.  Not  only  in  this  coun¬ 
try  has  it  been  a  consistent  winner  but  was  awarded  a  Certificate  of-  Merit  in  Bel¬ 
gium  the  past  season.  Color  is  a  true  rose  pink,  later  deepening  to  mallow  pink  but 
paler  in  the  young  central  petals,  a  very  tight  center,  flower  very  thick.  The  first 
two  leaves  on  the  straight,  stiff  stem,  are  fiom  twelve  to  fourteen  inches  from  the 
flower.  We  do  not  hesitate  to  say  it  is  one  of  the  finest  exhibition  dahlias  ever  in¬ 
troduced.  Foliage  is  dark  green;  a  great  bloomer  and  a  good  keeper.  A  dahlia  that 
stands  right  up  on  the  stem  to  be  seen  and  admired.  Root  $3.00.  Plant  $1.50. 

KEMP’S  VIOLET  WONDER.  (I.  D.)  (Kemp)  The  predominating  color  of  this  fine 
Dahlia  is  Napthaline-violet,  with  an  undertone  of  royal  purple,  lightening  to  a  faint 
bluish  violet  at  the  tips  of  petals.  Deep  flowers,  and  stem  are  long  and  stiff.  Blooms 
keep  well  when  cut.  Root  $2.00.  Plant  $1.00. 

KING  MIDAS.  (I.  D.)  (Peacock)  This  is  a  mammouth  golden  yellow  flower  of  great 
depth,  on  good  stems.  There  are  not  many  good  yellows  and  this  Dahlia  has  been  a 
big  help  the  past  season.

(F.  &  M.)  Here  we  have  another  lavender,  but  entirely  different 
from  Airs.  I.  de  Ver  Warner,  a  pure  lavender,  not  orchid  color.  A  very  thick,  dec¬ 
orative  with  broad  petals  terminating  in  curled  points,  center  very  tight  and  full,  one 
of  the  first  in  the  field  to  bloom  and  plants  still  laden  when  frost  came.  Stems  are 
long  and  rigid,  foliage  dark  green  and  leathery.  Excellent  habit  of  growth. 

Root  $2.00.  Plant  $1.00. 

LA  RODA.  This  was  one  of  the  outstanding  dahlias  for  1929.  The  immense  flowers 
are  a  silvery  rose  pink,  fine  form,  and  held  erect  on  stiff  stems,  a  vigorous  grower 
and  free  blooming.  Plant  $2.50.

It  is  our 
practice  each  year  to  obtain  plantings  of  the  newer  creations  in  order  that 
our  many  visitors  may  have  the  opportunity  to  view  them  while  growing 
in  our  fields. 

CARE  AND  CULTURE  OF  GLADIOLI 

Do  not  plant  too  early,  as  nothing  is  gained  by  planting  before  the  ground  is  warm. 
If  your  soil  is  heavy,  plant  four  inches  deep,  if  light  and  sandy,  six  inches  is  better. 
Place  the  bulbs  four  to  six  inches  apart.  Place  the  bulbs  in  a  well  worked  trench  in 
zigzag  rows,  and  cover  at  first  about  three  inches,  when  shoots  begin  to  appear,  work 
balance  of  dirt  into  the  trench.  At  all  times  keep  the  soil  loose.  If  exhibition  blooms 
are  wanted  Sheep  Manure  or  Fertilizer  should  be  worked  in  around  the  plants  when 
hoeing. 

In  the  Fall  dig  the  bulbs  as  soon  as  the  leaves  turn  yellow.  Cut  stem  off  half  an 
inch  above  bulb.  Spread  bulbs  out  in  the  sun  and  dry  thoroughly  before  storing.  Store 
in  a  cool,  dry  cellar.

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CULTIVATION  OF  DAHLIAS 

Dahlias  are  easily  grown,  requiring  no  special  soil  or  treatment  to  bring  them  to  per¬ 
fection.  They  love  an  open,  sunny  situation,  but  also  succeed  in  partial  shade. 

Prepare  the  soil  thoroughly  by  digging  12  to  18  inches  deep  in  the  Fall,  and  then 
again  in  the  Spring  before  planting. 

If  the  soil  is  poor,  work  in  some  well-rotted  manure  in  the  Fall  and  apply  artificial 
fertilizer  in  the  Spring — 100  pounds  to  1000  square  feet. 

Dig  holes  3  or  even  4  feet  apart  and  about  6  inches  deep ;  drive  a  stout  stake  in  each 
hole  and  lay  the  tuber  down  flat  with  the  crown  toward  the  stake  and  cover  with  2  or  3 
inches  of  soil,  leaving  the  balance  of  the  hole  to  be  filled  up  later,  after  the  plant  comes 
up. 

Plant  any  time  between  April  15th  and  June  15th,  the  latter  date  being  the  best  for 
exhibition  flowers. 

When  the  plants  have  made  their  third  set  of  leaves,  the  top  should  be  pinched  out, 
to  make  them  branch.  Allow  only  one  plant  to  each  stake. 

The  most  important  thing  from  now  on  is  hoeing  and  cultivating  until  the  buds  ap¬ 
pear ;  this  should  be  done  at  least  every  week  and  after  every  rain.  After  the  buds  ap¬ 
pear  the  ground  should  be  mulched  with  rotted  manure  if  possible,  and  a  thorough  water¬ 
ing  should  be  given  whenever  the  plants  require  it. 

Disbudding  the  side  buds,  leaving  only  the  terminal  bud  to  develop,  will  bring  larger 
blossoms. 

DIGGING  AND  STORING 

After  the  first  black  frost,  cut  off  the  tops  at  the  ground  and  allow  to  stand  a  few 
days  to  bleed  out.  Then  dig  with  a  garden  fork.  Care  should  be  exercised  not  to  break 
the  tuber  necks.  Cut  the  stalk  back  again  to  about  2  inches  above  the  crown.  Then  by 
tapping  on  the  cut  stalk  endwise  with  a  light  instrument,  most  of  the  dirt  will  free  with¬ 
out  injury  to  the  necks  of  the  tubers.  Dry  in  the  sun  a  few  hours,  and  your  clumps  are 
ready  to  store.  A  root  or  white  potato  cellar  is  preferable  with  a  temperature  of  about 
40  degrees.  In  this  they  need  no  protection  or  covering.  The  average  house  cellar  is 
too  dry  and  hot,  and  in  such  conditions  the  clumps  should  be  placed  in  the  coolest  part 
and  packed  upside  down  in  a  box  in  dry  sand,  ashes  or  preferably  ground  Peat  Moss. 

After  the  tubers  are  stored  a  month,  it  is  well  to  look  them  over,  trim  out  any  por¬ 
tion  showing  rot  and  dip  all  the  fresh  cuts  in  equal  parts  of  hydrated  lime  and  flowers  of 
sulphur,  and  pack  them  back  again  as  before.  Should  the  tubers  show  signs  of  shrivel¬ 
ing,  place  dampened  Peat  Moss  over  the  top  of  the  box  to  prevent  further  drying. 

Dahlia  tubers  air  dried  and  so  packed  should  keep  well  until  spring  with  no  further 
handling,  providing  they  were  grown  properly,  well  ripened  and  not  frosted.
